JAGUAR XK-120 OWNER SPEAKS 


In regard to Thad Montgomery’s questions 
about the Jaguar... 

My Jag now has over 25,000 miles since new 
April 1, 1950, and in general, is a very satis- 
factory car to drive every day. It requires al- 
most no service except greasing, except that the 
rubber water pump seal must be replaced every 
5000 miles or the pump leaks. The brakes have 
been adjusted a couple of times, but linings are 
still good for 15-20,000 miles. Tires averaged 
over 20,000 miles before recapping the rears. 
The Jag front suspension is far superior to any 
American stock car in every way. 

The two or three minor parts items I have 
needed have been delivered quickly from the 
coast, except for one wait of about 10 days on 
a water pump seal. Service on the car is far 
easier than on any American stock car, as 
everything is simple and easy to get at. For 
instance, it takes less than 10 minutes to re- 
move the radiator and water pump. 

My biggest criticism from a mechanical stand- 
point is the lack of accessories such as air 
cleaners, heaters, radio, ete. The lack of an oil 
bath cleaner on the carburetors is no less than 
criminal, and all experiments toward providing 
one cut the performance radically. However, 
in all justice, I must say the oil consumption 
and compression are still very satsifactory. This 
ear has not had the oil changed for over 20,000 
miles (but I do use 20 w oil), has been driven 
about 15,000 miles cross-country at speeds us- 
ually between 80 and 110 mph—with many wide 
open miles—and it still uses no oil in city driv- 
ing and only about a quart in 300 miles in the 
100 mph range, which is ideal. 

The other criticism is of a minor nature. Due 
to a rather ideal climate, I have had to use the 
top only on trips East and North. If this were 
an average climate where the top would have 
to go up and down every day or two, it would 
drive a man crazy. First, it looks so horrible 
as to be nauseating. Second, very poor fabric, 
and such poor design that it gets worn and 
torn in various points. Third, you ave in dan- 
ger of drowning in every heavy rain as water 
literally washes in from nearly every direction, 
particularly at speed. The side curtains are 
nearly worthless. A good convertible top and 
roll up windows would make this car an auto- 
mobile, 

In spite of the minor criticisms, the car is 
a dream to drive. Jt rides, handles and holds 
the road like nothing ever before. It is beauti- 
ful to look at (sans top) and admired by all. 
The fuel economy is satisfactory altho not start- 
ling. The limitation of a two-passenger car 
has its drawbacks for every day use, but this is 
a special automobile. Until something better 
comes along I am all for it. It will take the 
most unmerciful punishment in the way of hard 
road driving and never show any signs of it, 
as long as it gets a fair break on warm up, etc.

JAGUAR XK-120 OWNER REPORTS 


I have owned a Jaguar XK-120 for only 
about thirty days so all of my opinions must 
be taken in that light. 

Upkeep: I average 18 miles per gallon run- 
ning at 75 mph on 160 mile trips between 
Peoria and Chicago, which I consider good. It 
uses no oil between changes; the insurance is 
about the same as a Buick Super; in general 
I do not expect to pay any more for upkeep 
than any medium high-priced American car. 

The Hoffman Motor Car Co. of Chicago has 
an excellent service department and large sup- 
ply of parts, and I believe that there are about 
100 authorized service garages in this country 
that would be dependable. By writing to Hoff- 
man, 65 South East Water St., Chicago, you 
can secure a booklet listing all the dealers. I 
trade with a Mobil gas station and a neigh- 
borhood Kaiser-Frazer dealer for general main- 


tenance, and altho they both may be above 
average, they had no difficulty in handling 
such items as a broken RPM counter oable 


and any service up to now. 

The tires are Dunlop 6:00 x 16, and while 
I changed to Seiberling airvent tires and blow 
out proof tubes, the original tires are O.K., 
and any good grade 6:00 x 16 is all that is 
ever needed. 

I see no reason why this XK-120 lacks any 
dependability. There are certain limitations 
which the purchaser knows before he buys, 
however, before going into them you may con- 
sider the fact that tomorrow I am going 400 
on Dec. 26th 
I will make an 1,800 mile round trip to New 
Orleans; on Jan. 20th I am driving 1,500 to 
Daytona Beach, Fla. and return, plus a side 
trip as far south as Key West. On this trip 
I will pass service depots in Indianapolis, Nash- 
ville, Atlanta, Palm Beach and Miami. 

You undoubtedly know that the XK-120 is 
a two passenger car. Other limitations are 
the trunk space, but by using two flat-type 
suitcases and two duffel-bag type cases, my 
wife and I have no trouble on three or four 
day trips and on longer trips we express a 
large suitcase ahead. In fact, we can get 
more luggage in the XK-120 than we could 
in a 1948 Packard Convertible. I am also 
earrying a Motorola Radio, spare tire, large 
tool kit, heater and defrosters. 

Also carried is a cockpit .cover to be used 
in case of rain when parking the car, and 
glass side curtains. With the car you receive 
a kit of small replacement parts such as: 
Head gaskets,:fan belt, spark-plugs, light bulbs, 
gas & oil line, and a few small items which 
any good mechanic can replace. 

Last week a man who has been a factory 
sales promotion expert for Oldsmobile drove 
my car, and stated that in 28 years with G.M. 
he had never driven a car to begin to com- 
pare with it. E 

Naturally, with a shorter wheelbase, it does 
not have the riding quality of a larger ear 
on bumpy roads, but on a regular highway, or 
smooth city street, it is satisfactory. I am 
6 ft. and weigh 215 lbs., and you may be 
gure I would not take the trips mentioned 
above, if it was too uncomfortable. The thrill 
of steering and the pick-up will more than 
offset a few sharp jolts over railroad tracks. 

One very definite short-coming is the top. 
It is too small and looks like hell, that is 
the only way to express it. For $58.00 I had 
a new top made, extending it back about 10 
and putting in a full plastic glass on the slant- 
ing rear section, which not only improve ap- 
pearance, but increases visibility. The side 
curtains can easily be fitted to curve against 
the body and cut out cold air from the front. 

Please be assured that I have no direct or 
indirect connection with the sale of Jaguars 
in any way. If you bought 10 of them, it 
would put no money in my pockets. 

However, before purchasing an XK-120, el 
would suggest that you consider the Javelin 
Jupiter. This car sells in Chicago for $2,650 
with heater and radio, and is actually a con- 
vertible coupe, with roll-type glass windows

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FOREIGN ENTRANTS 
AT INDIANAPOLIS 


The international situation permitting, 
the 1951 Indianapolis Race could be the 
scene of one of the most interesting 
“500 milers” yet run. For the first time 
in many years, foreign entries may ma- 
terialize, giving a new competitive flavor 
to the classic race. Altho no definite 
plans have been made, it appears that at 
least some of the following cars will be 
represented: Ferrari 414 litre, O.S.C.A. 
4% litre, Maserati 3 litre 2-stage blown, 
and possibly the B.R.M. 134 litre 2-stage 
blown 16-cylinder car. 


Should the fuil Ferrari team of cars 
appear, then the chances of a foreign 
victory would be even greater, as Scu- 
deria Ferrari is one of the leading racing 
organizations in Europe at the present 
time. These cars would seem to be ideal 
for Indianapolis as they can run all day 
“flat out” because of relatively low pis- 
ton speeds. 


The two 3-litre special Maseratis 
(which were not completed in time for 
last year’s race) should be ready this 
year, and if they prove free of mechan- 
ical “bugs,” should give a good account 
of themselves. 


The O.S.C.A. Company in Italy, head- 
ed by Ernesto Maserati, has recently de- 
veloped a 12-cylinder 4% litre engine 
which has all of the qualifications to be- 
come a threat in the 500-mile race, when 
fitted to the existing 4 CLT chassis. 


PEBBLE BEACH ROAD RACE 


Of all sports car road races run in the 
West, Pebble Beach offers the greatest 
promise for the future. 


The course is located on private prop- 
erty—the owners of which receive their 
income from visitors to the playground 
estate. Over 150 miles of winding roads 
criss-cross the 20,000 acre woodland, 
making possible an infinite variety of cir- 
cuits. The scenic grandeur of Monterey 
Peninsula, with twisting, climbing roads 
cutting sunlit canyons in the tall trees, is 
a perfect setting for such an event. 


Complete cooperation among the sports 
car groups, good organization by the 
S.C.C.A. and the M.G. Car Club, and 
enthusiastic participation of real sports- 
men made the event a complete success. 


With improvements, the second annual 
Pebble Beach race might well be on its 
way toward becoming a real Grand Prix. 
The course should be altered to include 
left-hand turns, the entire distance should 
be paved, some of the intruding trees re- 
moved, and safer run-off strips provided. 
These improvements, plus facilities for 
spectators, would make Pebble Beach the 
circuit par excellence of America. 


Should Scuderia Ferrari and _ other 
Europeans attend the 1951 Indianapolis, 
it would be the supreme opportunity to 
run a Formula I Grand Prix in America 
—at Pebble Beach perhaps! 
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Picturesque Del Monte Estates, a 20,000 acre playground with 150 miles of private roads, was 
the site of the Pebble Beach Road Race. Two XK-120 Jaguars are coming thru the chicanes. 
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Impressive Victory for 
Jaguar, as Phil Hill Wins 


A road winding thru stately trees to ascend 
a wooded hill and then ’round hay bale chi- 
canes to dive down on open-field straight- 
away. Enthusiastic spectators gathered at 
every vantage point, some peering from be- 
hind trees on the turns, while others sit on 
logs overlooking the course. The excited 
whine of stressed engines as be-numbered 
sports cars chase around the hay-bales. 

Such might be the description of a Euro- 
pean road race... yet the scene was laid in 
California. The event was the First Annual 
Pebble Beach Road Race, organized by the 
San Francisco region of Sports Car Club of 
America and the M.G. Car Club. Sparked 
by Sterling Edwards, plans for the race had 
been underway for over a year. 

The 1.8 mile asphalt and dirt course was 
made up of private roads which interlace the 
famous Pebble Beach playgrounds on Mon- 
terey Peninsula. Originally a four-mile cir- 
cuit, the distance was trimmed as a measure 
to reduce top speeds. John B. Morse, presi- 
dent of Del Monte Properties Company (own- 
ers of the vast peninsula estate) was enthusi- 
astic in his praise of the race and invited 
future events. 

Altho no attempt was made to commer- 
cially exploit the meet, over 7,500 spectators 
were on hand, a large portion coming. from 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. 

A Concours d’Elegance brought forth a fine 
array of foreign and vintage domestic cars. 


PHIL HILL’S OWN STORY OF 
PEBBLE BEACH 


It is seldom that participants in a motoring 
sports event find themselves completely pre- 
pared when race time arrives. Despite careful 
planning, we were no exceptions . .. alumi- 
num wheels of a new design had been ordered 
well in advance but late delivery delayed our 
departure from Los Angeles. 

Dick Ginther (who was to manage the pit) 
and I arrived at Pebble Beach Saturday after- 
noon. The thought and planning which had 
gone into the layout, pits, turns, and other 
details was obvious on our first tour of the 
course. The “Jag’’ was at its best and handled 
very well on the extremely sharp turns during 
a few practice laps. The course had been great- 
ly shortened. I worried over my chances as the 
XK-120 is at its best on long straights where 
full power can be utilized. Before a race, I 
always worry so I guess the situation was 
normal, 2 

The aluminum wheels, for instance . . . we 
worried with them until the wee hours of Sun- 
day morning ... to no avail, we had to settle 
for the stock wheels after ruining a couple of 
our best tires in the attempt. , 

And on Sunday, when we arrived at the 
course too late for practice and had to enter 
‘tthe heat race for unlimited sports car without 
further tuning or preparation. At the drop of 
the green flag, I punched the Jag and went 
flying into the first turn ahead of the field. 
But whoa Nellie! The brakes had more than 
they could handle and I shot up the escape 
road while the pack roared by. In my efforts 
to make .up the lost time, a few corner hay 
bales were smacked, but good. On the fourth 
lap, I moved into second position and limited 
my worries to the leader and my brakes. 

During the 9th lap, while ..closing on the 
Allard, I attempted a speed-shift into fourth 
gear with disastrous results . . . the lining 
pulled loose from the clutch plate, jamming it 
into the engaged position. All shifting from 
this point on had to be done without disengag- 
ing the clutch, and it is here that I must pay 
tribute to the Jaguar gearbox. It is one of:the 
best I have yet seen and has never given the 
slightest trouble. 3 

After this race, Rich and I relined the front 
brakes in preparation for the main event. As 
usual, I was worried . . . this time the thought 
of running 50 miles without a clutch. In fact, 
the only way the car could be started was to 
put it in gear, press the starter button, and 
take off as soon as it fired. I drew a position 
in the 5th row and as the flag fell, hit the 
starter button . .. only to have the engine re- 
fuse to fire. By the time the pit crew effected 
a push start, I was last by 300 feet. Memories 
of the Santa Ana Road Race, where I was also 
last in the first lap, flashed thru my mind. 

By the end of lap one, I had picked up two 
positions and could see Arnold Stubbs, who 
was leading in the V-8 MG, about ™% mile 
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ahead. On lap 3, I was in third place behi 
Breeze (XK-120). Stubbs seemed to be ee 
ing and on the 8th lap he pulled into the pits. 
This advanced me to second spot and I, along 
with Breeze, began to close in on Graham in 
the Allard. While attempting to speed up, he 
entered the hairpin turn (leading to the main 
stretch) too fast and took to the escape road. 
He then pulled into the pits with a broken fan- 
belt, placing Breeze in the lead. 

I now decided to go all out and managed to 
take first position on the next lap. By this 
time, my brakes were all but gone and the 
overworked gear box was forced to do most 
of the decelerating. As I went by the pits, 
Rich showed a blackboard with “Long Lead’ 
on it. I misread this to mean that a driver by 
the name of Long was leading and immediately 
put on more speed in an effort to close the 
mythical gap. Next lap, Rich flashed a black- 
board with “One” on it and I thought, thank 
God, only one lap to go! Actually, this was to 
show my position and at this time only 18 
laps had been run. Each time around I looked 
for the finish flag and those last 7 laps seemed 
like 50. Finally, I received the checkered flag 
einer still not certain as to my finishing posi- 
tion, It was not until the Jag rolled to a stop 
that I knew victory was ours. 

The Pebble Beach Road Race was easily the 
most enjoyable race I have driven and I look 
forward to competing again next year. The 
greatest thrill was to hear the cheers of the 
erowd as I slowed down for the turns. 

Sterling Edwards and the entire race com- 
mittee deserve great credit for their efforts 
which made the entire event a great success. 

I would like to take this opportunity to ex- 
press my thanks to the people of Carmel for 
their wonderful cooperation.

Tom Story, builder of the Story Sports Car, 
stands beside an unfinished example of his 


The Story 
Sports Car 


by Bob Hegge 


Tom Story, bodyshop foreman at Francis- 
Hopkins Mercury dealers in Portland, Ore- 
gon, was facing a problem common to many 
of today’s young men. He wanted to own a 
sleek sports car. The elegant cars from the 
foreign lands were very nice but in 1944 the 
world was thinking of matters other than 
attractive motor cars. 

The first set of plans was drawn in 1944, 
By ’49 many changes had been made, the 
last set being drawn just six weeks before 
construction began. 

Tom’s car has a wheelbase of 97 inches 
with a tread of 54, The windshield is 46 
inches from the ground while five inches 
separate the engine and the street. Total 
weight is only 2080 pounds. 


The engine is a modified Ford V-8 “60” 
which stables 113 fast horses. With Offen- 
hauser heads, the compression ratio is 10% 
to 1. Twin carburetors are used on a dual 
manifold. The powerplant is mounted six- 
teen inches back from the front of the 
frame to insure proper balance and good 
traction on the rear wheels. 

Front suspension is independent by Willys, 
as are the rear axle and spring units. The 
rear springs are mounted outboard, adding 
to the stability. Large airplane-type shock 
absorbers are mounted front and rear to pre- 
vent that “Jello roll” which all sports car 
drivers dislike. 

The front of the body is built from Mer- 
cury panels, while the front fenders are 
1949 Chevrolet. A great deal of work was 
necessary before the body was smooth and 
free of “waves.” The hood, cowl, and doors 
were built from scratch, the hood being the 
most difficult. Tom says no more flat hoods 
from now on. His new models will have a 
slight curve. (News of the new Story Cus- 
tom Cars will come later! ) 
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The frame is built from ten gauge chrome- 
moly channel steel with units of the floor 
and body being welded in box-like construc- 
tion. This makes for great strength and 
keeps the weight low. Kick-ups at both ends 
of the frame lower the seat and floor line. 
The drive shaft tunnel is used as a central 
armrest. For high speed work a_ built-in 
grab-bar is provided the passenger. 

Sound deadening material has been sprayed 

o the bottom and interior of the body. 
To reduce rattles the hood has also been 
sprayed. 

The steering gear is Mercury but has been 
modified to give two and one half turns 
from lock to lock, thus providing faster 
steering for high speed driving. 

The gear shift has been mounted on the 
floor, where it belongs, sports car style. Bet- 
ter speed shifting is the result. 

The upholstery has been done in dark 
yellow leather and is trimmed in white. A 
dark blue carpet is used in good harmony 
with the blue finish. 

The spare tire is carried in the rear where 
there is also room for a small amount of 
luggage. If more space is desired, room may 
be found at the rear of the seat. 

Wrap-around type bumpers, both front and 
rear, provide good protection against the 
well-known American “bumper-bump” type 
of driver. 

Styling follows the Italian school with the 
low flat hood and high fender line. The top, 
roadster style, is somewhat high but has 
enough head room for a six-footer. It is 
white and may be lowered or removed com- 
pletely and stored. 

The top speed is about 105 mph at 6500 
rpm. In tests, the engine has wound to 7400 
rpm. Safety at high speed was a major con- 
sideration in design... a right angle street 
corner may be taken at 55 mph without 
undue skidding. 

Tom sold this car and is now  build- 
ing a new four-seater on*a 102-inch wheel- 
base. Springing on future Story Custom Cars 
will be torsion bar front and rear. Owners 
may have a choice of the larger engines 
such as Mercury, Oldsmobile or Cadillac. 

Price will be “about” $3,500 in Portland, 
Oregon, and the line forms to the right. Ex- 
cuse me, I wish to be near the front.

The end of the year is always a very in- 
teresting period to your correspondent. New 
models are announced in rapid succession, 
accompanied by cheers or jeers as the case 
seems to warrant. This year seems especial- 
ly prolific in interesting new cars from both 
here at home and abroad. 


The most interesting news to sports car 


_ enthusiasts is the Nash-Healey. This car is, 


briefly, a British-built Healey chassis and 
body, with an American Nash ohv engine, 
transmission, and rear end. The styling is 
along smooth, simple Italian lines — very 
neat, tho the windshield looks out of place, 
being much too upright. The Nash engine is 
equipped with two S.U. carburetors and a 
special camshaft, and is said to develop 140 
bhp at 4200 rpm. If the weight figure of 
2268 lbs. can be relied upon, the perform- 
ance should be terrific. Incidentally, the 
Warner Gear overdrive is standard equip- 
ment, and this together with an axle ratio 
of only 3.54 gives a cruising speed of 107 
mph, despite the long stroke engine. The 
most interesting part of this deal is, how- 
ever, the fact that the car will be marketed 
and sold by Nash dealers! No price an- 
nouncement yet, but certainly no more than 


- the XK-120. 
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_ Another new sports car is the “Plus Four” 
Morgan. This marque has always been a 
small thorn in the M.G. side, competing for 
lowest price sports car honors. However, the 
Morgan’s modest 40 bhp did not offset its 
low weight in competing with the 54 bhp 
M.G. Now the Morgan features the Standard 
Vanguard engine—4 cyl., 127.4 cu. in. (2088 
cc) and 68 bhp at 4000 rpm. This engine is 
a very good design, bore and stroke of 3.35” 
x 3.61”, pushrod operated overhead valves, 
removable wet cylinder sleeves, a single car- 
buretor, and compression ratio of only 6.7 
to 1. The two-seater weighs only 1624 lbs. 
A very neat 4-seater and a convertible are 
also available. We think this line-up, prop- 
erly marketed in the U.S., would give the 
M.G. real competition. 


It is unfortunate that the Morgan’s Van- 
guard engine exceeds the Class E displace- 
ment by 5.3 cu. in. (88.1 cc) ... in Class 
D it will compete with Ford “60” powered 


_ specials, Healeys, and blown 2-litre cars. 
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In violent contrast to the Morgan, Tri- 
umph announces a similarly powered car, 
with envelope styling and equipped with 
every known power operated gadget from 
headlight covers to radio aerial, as well as 
the rather elaborate De Normanville over- 
drive. My own personal opinion of this car 
is that it is poorly designed for the Amer- 
ican market. In this same category is the 
new Lanchester 14, whose styling closely re- 
sembles the Sunbeam-Talbot. There are very 
few middle-class buyers who will be looking 
for a small-engined, quality-built light car 
. .. and even fewer who favor an attempt at 
American styling in such a car. 

The M.G. TC — TD battle will now have 
a parallel. I refer to the new Jaguar Mark 
VII Saloon, powered by the 160 bhp XK-120 
sports car engine. Everyone expected to see 
this engine available, at least as an option, 
in the Mark V sedan and convertible. The 
newly styled Mark VII was a surprise. Some 
say “fine” .. . others say “unfortunate, that 
since the Jaguar must compete with the Cad- 
illac, its only chance of selling in great num- 
bers lies in its use of typically British styl- 
ing.” The use of the XK engine will mean 
performance better than the Cadillac, instead 
of less as heretofore . . . will this advantage 
be lost by the styling change? 

Getting back to sports cars, the new Aus- 
tin A-40 Sports convertible is an excellent 
example of how one British manufacturer 
has profited from sad experience. The A-90, 
as everyone knows, is about as good an au- 
tomobile as one could want for the price, 
yet its beetle styling is considered atrocious 
by the average American. The new A-40 
sports is as good as the A-90 was bad. It 
seats 4, has 46 bhp, a weight of 2016 lbs. 
and should appeal to the lover of small 
sports cars who has a family. 

After 18 years, the Dagenham plant of the 
Ford Motor Co. have introduced two com- 
pletely new models to supplement the range 
of cars built in England. The new four-cyl. 
“Consul” and the “Zephyr Six” are very 
similar cars in that they utilize a great 
many interchangeable parts, in fact, the chief 
difference is a 4 in. longer wheelbase to ac- 
commodate the extra two cylinders of the 
“Zephyr.” Both engines are pushrod ohv 
type, of the very latest mode in that the 
bore (3-1/8”) is greater than the stroke (3 
inches). Displacement of the four is thus 


92 cu. in. while the six is 138 cu. in., and- 


power ratings are 47 bhp at 4400, and 68 
bhp at 4000 respectively. Despite frameless 


construction, the weights are given as 2445 
and 2605 pounds, which is not exceptional. 
American observers will immediately no- 
tice the strong family resemblance to the 
American Ford, now entering its third year 
of unchanged styling. 

Like all Fords, the design of the Consul 
and Zephyr are not by any means conven- 
tional. Probably the most interesting devel- 
opment is the new type independent front 
suspension. The if.s. virtually defies de- 
scription, but each wheel is located by a 
lower arm and a long vertical sliding post. 
The lower arm has a ball joint adjacent to 
the brake backing plate, and the coil spring 


surrounds the sliding post which serves as 


a king pin and as a telescopic shock absorber 
as well. The most amazing feature of this 
if.s. (designed in Dearborn) is that after 
16 years of telling the public that tread 
must remain constant at the point of ground 
contact, we now learn that a change of 2 
inches is very satisfactory! 

Another unique feature of these two new 
Fords is the elimination of clutch linkage. 
Both brake and clutch pedals hang from a 
pivot high up under the cowl and each op- 
erates its own master cylinder, fed by a 
common fluid reservoir. The clutch master 
cylinder feeds a slave cylinder built into the 
clutch housing which, in turn, operates the 
clutch throw out lever. This virtually elim- 
inates the most important cause of clutch 
chatter—transfer of engine shake to the 
clutch linkage. 

Finally, it appears that Ford is not only 
out to beat General Motors in America, but 
in England as well, since we note the co- 
incidence of engine size of these two new 
Fords with G.M.s Vauxhall line—a 1% 
litre four and a 21% litre six. Both use 
frameless design similar to that of Vauxhall. 

The only American news of any interest 
since last month is the new Studebaker ohv 
V-8 engine. With a bore and stroke of 3-3/8” 
x 314”, equivalent to 232.6 cu.in., it de- 
velops 120 bhp at 4000 rpm. This engine is 
very well designed, with 5 main bearings, 
excellent water jacketing, individual intake 
ports, and machined combustion chambers. 
If sports car competition should be limited 
to 4 litres maximum displacement, this new 
engine would undoubtedly become very pop- 
ular. It is very suitable for the usual hop- 
ping-up treatment and the weight is probably 
no more than for the Ford-Mercury engine 
(approximately 550 pounds). 

Alfa Romeo have introduced their new 
four cylinder car, possibly the first by this 
maker designed and intended for production 
in any sizeable quantities. It has dual over- 
head cams. 

Lanchester have now adopted the Porche 
type of torsion spring, which is not a solid 
round bar, but a square section made up of 
a series of laminations not unlike a leaf 
spring. This idea has great merit, especially 
since it brings the cost of this type. of 
spring down to a reasonable figure. 

Had a ride in an ohv Cadillac convertible 
equipped with a McAfee roots blower. The 
acceleration of this very heavy car has to 
be experienced to be believed: zero to 60 
mph, for example, takes less than 9 seconds, 
and a stock Jaguar XK-120 is easily left 
behind. Which reminds me of an interesting 
story I heard recently—just the reverse of 
the above. It seems an XK passed a stock 
Cadillac at about 80 mph, whereupon the 
Cadillac accelerated to 80 and the chase 
was on. A tricky S bend appeared and the 
Jag got thru OK, tho not without some ex- 
citement. According to the Jag occupants, 
the Cad... . didn’t! 

Heard a new description for the M.G. TC: 
a small boy of 8 years described it as a 
“Hot Shot’! Die-hard TC owners call the 
TD a British “Jeepster”.

A Revolutio

The 4% litre unblown race car now 
threatens the superiority of the 1% litre | 
supercharged car. Is this the turning point 
of the European race Formula? 

The idea to include in a unique formula 
the blown and unblown race cars started in 
Europe in 1938. That was particularly be- 
cause of pressure by the French people, 
who were out-classed during the 1934-1937 
formula which required only a maximum 
weight of 750 Kg (1687 lbs.) without tires. | 
This let anyone with sufficient experience _ 
build supercharged cars able to reach 650 | 
hp and establish the incredible “power- | 
weight” ratio of 2% lbs. per hp. 

Then, in 1938, by fixing a displacement 
limit, which had been free for a good 10 © 
years, they established that even the un- 
blown cars could participate in the “Grandes | 
Epreuves” (Grand Prix), letting them have 
more displacement in the ratio of 3000 cc to 
4500 cc. But, frankly talking, the unblown 
race cars were a failure. After the war, be- 
cause of various reasons, they used no more 
3000 cc blown cars, but the new ones of 
1500 ce supercharged (Alfa Romeo 158, 
Maserati 4CL) showed they could reach, on — 
the European road courses, almost the same 
speed that the 3 litre cars made before the 
war. 

Consequently, the formula used, which is 
still the same today, was for: 1500 cc blown 
ears and 4500 cc unblown. 

As we have seen, the unblown cars did 
not have good results between 1938 and 
1940, so they were right to let them have the 
increased advantage in displacement from 
3000-4500 ce to 1500-4500 ce. 

However, the situation didn’t change be- 
cause when the supercharged cars were en- 
tered in a race, especially the Alfa Type 158, 
everyone knew that only a miracle would 
let an unblown car win. So, even when the 
big Talbots started to be lighter and more 
powerful, the problem was the same, be- 
cause the best unblown car had to go 300 
or 350 Km (200-225 miles) without any 
stop, not even for gas. This is really import- 
ant because all the international Grand 
Prix are based on such a distance. But the 
supercharged 1500 ce was practically unbeat- 
able. The general idea was that the super- 
charged race car was the best, and Formula 
2, born in 1947, gave a chance to the un- 
blown cars, which established the displace- 
ment balance 500 cc blown, to 2000 ce un- 
blown. But in this formula, the super- 
charged cars were out, because of such a

small displacement. Thereafter the 500 ec 
blown car did not appear. 

Mr. Ferrari deserves every respect, being 
the revolutionist of the situation. In fact, 
even tho the 1950 Italian Grand Prix was 
won once more by Alfa Romeo (1500 cc), 
the Ferrari unblown car (4500 cc) was sen- 
sational. One Ferrari placed 2nd at 80 sec- 
onds after the winner Farina, but 3 of the 5 
Alfas went out with engine trouble, prob- 
ably because Ascari, with the new Ferrari, 
pushed them very hard. It is true, at this 
time, that the Ferrari 4500 cc is immediately 
at Alfa’s heels. This new car showed what 
has been said about the unblown 4500, most 
of which were built a long time ago, was 
not necessarily true. While the 1500 cc blown 
cars are recently built, they are specially for 
racing and have nothing in common with 
passenger cars; the Talbots, the Delage, and 
the Delahaye are the same as they were be- 
fore the war and, with some modifications, 
are practically stock passenger car engines 
.... for that reason they couldn’t go like 
the 1500 cc blown. 

Ferrari, strong already because of his ex- 
perience in the 2 litre unblown Formula 2, 
decided in 1950 to attack the Alfas, not with 
1500 ce blown (with which he had attempted 
and failed) but with 4500 cc unblown. This 
solution, besides being very interesting tech- 
nically, has the advantage of being a more 
economical type to build. In fact, the ex- 
pense of building that kind of car are 
considerably less than for building the 1500 
ce blown. To have better results in hp/litre, 
they use two superchargers (two-stage) which 
are Roots type.* 

The Ferrari 4500 cc is today at 73 hp per 
litre. It has 330 hp @ 6000 rpm against the 
340/350 hp. @ 9000 rpm of the Alfa 159 
(The American Meyer-Drake ‘270° is a 4,500 
ce unblown engine and develops 325 hp at 
5000 rpm. Ed.) The weight of the two cars is 
almost the same, which is brilliant for the 
Ferrari, because considering that the 4500 cc

with many curves, some of them at 180°, 
the engines have to slow down and accel- 
erate immediately.

of handling for the driver. 


is without supercharger, but is 3 times big- 
ger than the 1500 cc, also that the Ferrari 
reaches 6000 rpm and the Alfa 9000, being 
almost equal in hp, it is understandable 
that all the transmission parts must be 
stronger and heavier than the Alfa’s. 

Looking at the sport season 1951, the 
European situation is this: the unblown car 
has been stepped up very high, so it is very 
dangerous for the 1500 cc blown cars; it was 
believed impossible a year ago. It has been 
seen that since 1923 the blown has been 
the road race master. There’s much more: 
Mr. Ferrari told me on October the 9th, 
while the sport cars’ race was still on at 
Modena, that before the actual formula will 
be out of order (in 1953), he thinks that 
on some courses, for instance the German 
Nurburg-Ring, or the Italian San Remo, it 
will be possible to defeat the 1500 ce blown 
cars with 2500 cc unblown, giving as a gift 
2000 cc to the formula. He is sure that his 
car will have 200 hp (80 hp/litre) and 
something less than 500 Kg (1100 lbs) in 
weight. Naturally, the most important ad- 
vantage this car will have, like today’s 4500 
cc unblown, is to run the entire race with- 
out any stop for gas. In the meanwhile, the 
new British National BRM car has appear- 
ed at the horizon, of which the designers 
remained faithful to the supercharged en- 
gine; this car may be the last creation in 
the matter of 1500 cc blown cars. Every- 
thing makes us believe that the 1951 season 
will be one of the most interesting in the 
European automobile history.

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HOME-BUILT “500s” 


All of the “500s” in England are not 
Coopers . . . not by any means! Shown this 
month are a group of “Specials,” as they 
are called in England, which were home- 
built and yet perform as well as many pro- 
duction-built cars. Fiat 500 “Mouse” and 
Austin Seven parts are used liberally to cut 
down chassis construction costs. Usually, an 
old speedway motorcycle engine is recondi- 
tioned and “souped up” to provide the 
power. Body work, for the most part, is 
limited to the ability of the owner-builder. 
As can be seen from some of the illustra- 
tions, designs involving double curvature 
panels are avoided. Many specials are 
the product of neighborhood home-workshop 
teams. 


We would estimate that the cars illus- 
trated here, not considering the builder’s 
labor and effort, would cost no more than 
$900 for materials and parts. Yet, look 
what fun these amateurs have at the various 
hill climbs and sprint races, to say nothing 
of the Formula 3 Grand Prix events. Don’t 
sell the home-built “500” short on perform- 
ance either, as many records in British 
events are held by cars such as these. 


Here in America we can easily build cars 
similar to these at a very reasonable cost. 
It is hoped that we can also duplicate the 
enthusiasm with which the English “500 
Club” has forwarded the cause of amateur 
road racing. Never before has there been 
such a golden opportunity for the average 
enthusiast to participate in racing activities, 
as both a race car builder and driver.

JEWELL’S JEWEL, OR: 
HALF-A-BUICK IS BETTER 
THAN ONE! 


Cut a Buick engine in half, supercharge 
same, mount well back in frame, stir well 
with choice components and body panels, 
bake until dry, and lo . . . you have a 
sports car. 


That is the recipe used by Harry Jewell, 
driving instructor of La Jolla, California. 
Altho the design was developed before the 
advent of the Jaguar XK-120, the finished 
product bears resemblance to both the Jag 


and the Allard K.2 model. 


The result of a long suppressed desire for 
a car incorporating his many ideas, Jewell’s 
plans were carefully worked out well in 
advance of actual construction. More than 
two years of painstaking work was required 
to complete the project. Unlike the usual 
custom car builders, Jewell started from 
“scratch,” the first year of construction be- 
ing devoted to the chassis. 


Starting with model A Ford frame rails, 
tubular cross-members were added to furnish 
the extra rigidity necessary for independent 
front suspension. The planar system of i.f.s., 
incorporating a transverse leaf spring and 
A-arms, provides a very satisfactory ride, 
plus good cornering and light weight. The 
engine was mounted 16” aft of the front 
axles to provide an excellent weight distri- 
bution ratio of 40% front and 60% rear. 


The “half-a-Buick” engine is the outstand- 
ing feature of Jewell’s car, incorporating 
many unique innovations. After cutting a 
1941 Buick “Super” engine in half at the 
center main, the rear four cylinders became 
the basis of a 124-cubic inch power plant. 
The camshaft was modified to give proper 
firing order for 4 cylinders. A centrifugal 
supercharger, mounted at the front of the 
engine, gives a 4-pound boost at 4200 rpm. 


An overdrive unit on the transmission 
provides six forward speeds. A kick-down 
switch, mounted on the steering column, 
gives a fast positive change to a lower

gear ratio at any time without use of the 
clutch. 

Body panels were fabricated by the John- 
son Body Shop of San Diego. The chromed 
solid brass grille has a large air intake 
area. Exit for cooling air is provided for by 
louvers—at the top of the hood. Upholstery 
is done in DuPont ‘500’ plastic over foam- 
rubber cushions. 

Harry Jewell is a rather conservative 
driver and a brief road test gave no oppor- 
tunity to sample the performance char- 
acteristics, altho one quick spurt did give 
indication of good acceleration. The car 
is used for transportation only and accelera- 
tion speeds have not been checked. Fuel 
consumption tests indicate an average of 
25-30 mpg. 

The design and construction of Jewell’s 
car are of such excellent quality that the 
finished product appears to be a production 
model. His accomplishment should give new 
encouragement to the home builder. 

The car invariably attracts a throng of 
spectators. Most asked, “What is it?”, and 
“Whottleshedo?”, which prompted Mr. Jew- 
ell to christen the car “Quien Sabe”.

“QUIEN SABE” 
(“Who knows?” in Spanish) 
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ROAD & TRACK PHOTOGRAPHY 


Conducted by Karl A. Barleben 


To take photographs in natural color is 
no longer a novelty .. . but it still remains 
a bit more expensive than shooting black- 
and-white. There is no denying that color 
fotos are vastly more interesting and, in 
many cases revealing, since color frequently 
plays an important part in the evaluation of 
the subject matter. 


Color photography today is extremely 
easy and simple, there being no special skill, 
accessories or manipulations to bother with. 
Any camera—yes, even a box camera—can 
be used to shoot color ... but it is impor- 
tant to use the correct type of color film 
for the camera used. Kodacolor (which re- 
sults in a negative from which color prints 
are made) may be successfully used in the 
average box camera, it having sufficient speed 
to be fully exposed by the slow lens with 
which such cameras are equipped. The two 
principal color films for roll film cameras 
are Ansco Color and Kodak Ektachrome. 
These are rather slow films, but can be han- 
dled by any roll camera fitted with a lens 
having a speed of f:6.3 or faster. They re- 
sult in a color transparency which may be 
used in the form of slides (for projection 
onto a screen) or for making paper prints 
in color. Kodachrome is a similar film but 
is processed. only by Kodak and is available 
only in 35mm and Bantam sizes. Ansco 
Color and Ektachrome can be processed by 
the photographer himself or any color lab, 
such as Pavelle Color, Inc., and others. 


In shooting color, great care must be ex- 
ercised to get the exposure just right. Color 
film docs not have the same degree of “lat- 
itude” (ability to automatically compensate 
for slight errors in exposure) as black-and- 
white film. For this reason, a reliable ex- 
posure meter is a worth-while investment 
... but more than having a meter, it should 
be used intelligently if it is expected to give 
accurate readings. 

Color photography presupposes a some- 
what different approach on the part of the 
photographer than black-and-white, because 
we are now concerned not only with masses 
and lines, but also with actual colors as they 
appear to the eye in the original scene. 
Oddly enough, reproducing nature’s color 
sometimes causes the tyro to overlook vari- 
ous important aspects, with the result that 
he wastes some of his exposures. For ex- 
ample, a given scene may result in a beau- 
tiful black-and-white picture, but fail to be 
even attractive when shot in color . . . and, 
of course, vice versa. A little training in 
color composition is quite helpful in over- 
coming these mistakes. 

The photographer must learn to select 
scenes and colors which will, when reduced 
and reproduced in a picture, hold their orig- 
inal visual impression, and reject those 
which would be disappointing. It is not 
easy. We are not concerned with the repro- 
duction of color values in the picture, for the 
color film can do this automatically with 
any scene, but we must be selective in choos- 
ing the proper types of pictures to shoot; 
those whose “color harmony” and “balance” 
are pleasing to the eye (in the picture). For 
good results, bright sunshine is best be- 
cause with it, the full range of colors and 
shades is brought out to greatest advantage 
. .. brilliantly, we might say. However, you 
can shoot color on dull or even rainy days 
providing you are ready to accept pictures 
that reproduce the drab, virtually colorless 
scenes that pool light on such days offers. 
This is in no way a fault of the color pro- 
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cess, but merely a true reproduction of the 
scene as the film “saw it.” 

Our eyes automatically make adjustments 
and compensations in all phases of our 
visual lives. It comes as a surprise to many, 
then, that color photographs frequently con- 
tain colors and shades which our eyes failed 
to notice in the original scene. To illus- 
trate, if a car of one color is photographed 
against a wall or background of a different 
color, the actual color of the car may be 
influenced by the color of the background! 
We fail to see this since our eyes automat- 
ically compensate for it, but the camera’s 
“eye” is more critical and truthful, being 
a fixed, non-adjustable optic. It is for this 
reason that a color photograph will some- 
times show a definite “color cast.” 

Color films are relatively slow as compared 
with black-and-white films. For this reason 
they require either (a) more intense light 
on the subject, or (b) a faster lens on the 
camera. For all ordinary purposes, and es- 
pecially for purely “record” type pictures, 
flat lighting may be considered best be- 
cause it is relatively easy to arrange for, 
provides full, uniform illumination over all 
parts of the subject, and does not introduce 
objectionable shadow areas (which in color 
are unpleasant and lacking in detail). 

If you want to get fancy-with light, this 
can, of course, be arranged with striking 
effect . . . but you have to learn how to 
handle color and lighting in combination to 
achieve the desired results. For example, 
side or back lighted color scenes make the 
use of a reflector or flash synchronizer man- 
datory (to provide additional illumination 
in the shadow areas). Not that these auxil- 
iary aids will “kill” the shadows .. . that is 
not their function. But they should provide 
sufficient illumination to lighten up, some- 
what, the deep shadow areas which, in color 
film, tend to be completely black. Since 
these dodges presuppose a certain skill and 
equipment, the beginner will do well to 
shoot his initial natural color film attempts 
out-of-doors and with plain, flat lighting. 

So far, we have considered outdoors shots 
in sunlight only. When pictures are to be 
made indoors, it is essential that the correct 
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NEW 1951 Catalog

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type of film be used, otherwise the proper 
color balance will be impossible to achieve. 
Color films come in two types: those for day- 
light (sunlight) and those for artificial 
light. These cannot be interchanged unless 
special filters are used over the lens (which 
serve to bring back the original color bal- 
ance of the film and make truthful color 
rendition in the picture possible). Since 
color films are quite slow, flash equipment 
(which is extremely intense) should be re- 
garded as necessary when shooting indoors. 


Another thing that must be watched . . . 
never mix types of illumination in color 
photography. Using daylight type film, sun- 
light only should be used. With indoor film, 
artificial light only must be used. When 
working indoors in the daytime, with in- 
sufficient artificial light, it might be thought 
wise to utilize some of the daylight coming 
through the windows for the sake of in- 
creasing the light intensity as is often done 
in black-and-white photography. Actually 
this should not be done because the two 
different types of illumination would con- 
flict and affect the color film adversely, re- 
sulting in badly balanced color renditioning. 
Stick to either one or the other kind of light 
at all times. Don’t try to mix them for the 
same picture. 

This point is so essential to good results 
that flash bulbs are made in two kinds: 
those of regular clear glass, and those of a 
special blue-filtered glass. The former are 
intended for use indoors with indoor film, 
while the latter are designed to be used 
with daylight type film, either indoors or out. 
Outdoors, when used as “booster” light (for 
brightening up shadow areas), the blue flash 
lamps have to be used as they are of the 
same average color temperature as sunlight. 

Basically, there is really nothing difficult 
about color photography these days, but the 
few points referred to here should be ob- 
served if satisfactory results are to be ex- 
pected. In any case, the beginner should 
shoot a roll or two of color film for ex- 
perimental purposes, just to get the feel of 
this new medium, before attempting to tackle 
serious work. =

FLOYD CLYMER’S CATALOG OF 1950 
AUTOMOBILES

Floyd Clymer (along with thousands of 
other car owners) has long deplored the 
lack of information available to the pros- 
pective car buyer. The usual American ad- 
vertisement is composed of trick phrases 
such as Supersonic, Fireball, Hydraglide, 
Dynaflow, etc.; such titles mean very little to 
those buyers interested in bore and stroke, 
power/weight ratio, interior dimensions, and 
other important data. 


This book is Clymer’s contribution towards 
a greater knowledge of the mechanical spe- 
cifications of the modern automobile. For 
those contemplating the purchase of a new 
car as well as those interested in comparing 
the various makes, this book should prove 
a valuable guide. It is regrettable that a ref- 
erence book such as this should be printed 
in a large-size paper-bound edition, a smal- 
ler hard-bound book would be an improve- 
ment. 


SOUPING THE STOCK ENGINE 
Clymer—$2.00 


This is a book on the theory of “souping” 
a stock engine; it tells you how to plan a 
souped engine, what ‘hop-up” methods are 
most effective, what equipment is available 
and which is best for any given purpose. 
Every category of souped stock engines is 
covered, from all types of track jobs to road 
-engines, marine racing, and road racing 
power-plants. A special feature is a method 
for estimating the true performance of any 
hopped-up engine with instructions for lay- 
ing out the horsepower curve. Also included 
is a full chapter on planning super-charger 
layouts, and a chapter on fuels, their char- 
acteristics, plus actual competition fuel 
formulas. This book contains over 150 photos 
and charts, and gives full data on engine 
performance, power curves, block work, 
heads, overhead valves, cams, carburetors, 
manifolds, ignition, lubrication, octanes, etc. 
A “Must” for the amateur who is planning 
a high-performance vehicle with a souped 
stock power-plant.

Lap 2 saw Stubbs increase this lead, while 
Breeze moved into second and Sterling Edwards 
pushed to third. Hill had recovered from a late 
start and a tour up the escape road ... He be- 
gan to motor rapidly. On lap 4, Stubbs had 
stretched his lead, Breeze held second, Hill had 
moved to third, and Graham had passed to 
fourth in the Cad-Allard. On the 6th lap, how- 
ever, Graham pulled in for a long pit stop 
(broken fan belt) and Edwards took fourth spot. 
The sensational drive by Stubbs came to naught 
when he was forced to retire on the 9th lap. 
Breeze took over the lead and, despite failing

brakes, held grimly on until lap 11, when he 
was passed by Hill. His retirement on lap 12 
(cooked brakes) brought groans from the crowd. 
Hill maintained his position from this point on, 
widening his lead and smiting not a few hay- 
bales as he made his difficult no-clutch shifts 
on turns. A monstrous hole on the second turn 
was giving everyone a bad time. [Lap 14... 
Hill, Edwards, Panzer, Parkinson, Seeley and 
Esherick in that order. Edwards, with brakes 
failing, was passed by Panzer, Parkinson and 
Seeley. On lap 16, Parkinson eased past Pan- 
zer’s Allard to take second place. A broken 
brake line ended the race for Edwards on the 
17th lap. 


Hill was maintaining his lead over his broth- 
er-in-law Parkinson, Seeley, in Cannon’s ‘‘Can- 
non,” passed Panzer to run third. Graham had 
been moving the Cad-Allard up rapidly and took 
over fourth place when Panzer’s Allard mount- 
ed a hay bale on the 23rd lap.

For the first fifty feet he could actual- 
ly pull ahead of me. I bought a 1951 Kaiser, 
and believe me, it is worth your time to drive 
one just for the sake of another thrill, and that 
is a statement from a XK-120 owner.

HENRY J vs. OLDS 88 


The Olds 88-Henry J. controversy in your 
“Correspondence Column” interested me. In a 
test survey for a book and magazine article,* 
I have driven the Henry J 5,000 miles and 
I have had two friendly skirmishes with friends 
of mine in Olds 88s, both of quarter-mile dis- 
tance for acceleration. 

My friend Elliott, in a Hydra-Matic Olds 
“88”, finished twenty feet behind the Henry J. 
The Henry J led every foot of the distance. 
Herschel McGriff, winner of the Mexican Road 
Race, used an Olds coupe with conventional 
gear shift (not the Olds he used in the Mex- 
ican race.) The Henry J. beat the Olds about 
twenty feet in the first eighth mile, and Mc- 
Griff’s Olds beat the Henry J about fifteen 
feet in the last eighth mile. 

Let no one underestimate the acceleration 
and top speed of the Henry J. On long dis- 
tances en route from Detroit to Los Angeles 
the car cruised at 80 to 85 miles an hour (by 
speedometer, which, like all speedometers, is 
from 2% to 6% fast) and it did it mile after 
mile with actually 80% throttle after the speed 
was attained. (It was overdrive-equipped.) 

As more and more Henry Js get on the 
highway a tremendous number of drivers are 
going to get the surprise of their lives. I'd 
say, with equal drivers, the overdrive-equipped 
Henry J will trim eight cut of ten other makes 
of stock automobiles manufactured today, re- 
gardless of size, price or horsepower. 


Many people who have never driven or rid- 
den in a Kaiser car are prone to make un- 
favorable comments. I have written two Test 
Report books on Kaiser cars which inelude 
survey comments of several thousand owners. 
I have come to the conclusion that “everybody 
knocks the Kaiser but the owner.” 

I have the greatest respect for the perform- 
ance of the Olds 88—it is a truly wonderful- 
performing automobile BUT so is the Henry J 
—it might well be called a “hard-top hot rod.”
